The storm W ednesday night broke 
up the congregation at the tent before 
the service had fairly begun and the 
rain yesteraay morning made it nec­ 
essary to cal] off the m eeting at that 
time. Last night E vangelist Boen de­ 
livered bis famous lecture on “The 
River Jordan." It Is more famous than 
the Tiber, the Ganges, the N ile, the 
Amazon or the M ississippi,not because 
of Its size or commercial im portance— 
but solely on account of its associa­ 
tions witli the gVeatcst events in the 
annals of tlnrn.
